AXDREW JACKSOM. 


It is claimed by scholars, who have 
studied carefully the history of our 
aborigines, that the 
Choctaw 
peo­ 
ple have greater claims to intellect­ 
ual and moral advancement than any 
other tribe among the hundred or 
more classified 
in 
America. 
This 
claim, no doubt, considers the fact 
that at a very 
early date 
several 
white men settled among them—men 
of unusual integrity, high ideals and 
sterling worth—and, not only mar­ 
ried Choctaw maidens, but actively 
entered into all tribal affair*.. De­ 
scendants o fthose .men are among 
the honored and respected citizens of 
our state. Not only are those citizens 
of today 
proud of 
their 
Choctaw 
blood, but proud of the name they 
bear and the honored heritage hand­ 
ed down to them by their ancestors 
which dates back to before the year 
1800. 


The history of the Choctaw Nation 
would be 
incomplete 
without 
the 
names of Pitchlyun, Folsom, LeFlore, 
Durant, 
Wright 
and 
Pushmataha. 
However it is of Pitchlynn that this 
story bas to do. 
Peter Pitchlynn was the 
son 
of 
John Pitchlynn, who settled among 
the Choctaws as an interpreter for 
President 
George 
Washington 
in 
about I*SO, and Sophia 
Folsom 
a 
Choctaw lady—the daughter of Da­ 
vid Folsom, of which family ex-Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveland’s wife, Fran­ 
cis Folsom, is a distinguished mem­ 
ber. His career as a Choctaw citi­ 
zen was truly remarkable and but 
few men in the history of America 
was so universally loved by his peo­ 
ple as was he. When the war between 
the states broke out and he saw that 
his people were devoted to the south­ 
ern cause, he told them frankly that 
his beliefs and feelings were with 
the nor£h and Union. Despite that fact 
they chose him chief and while his 
three sons joined the cause of the 
southland, and fought with great dis­ 
tinction in many a bloody contest of 
the strife, and while his large plan­ 
tation was devastated by Confederate 
soldiers and his slaves freed by Lin­ 
coln’s emancipation proclamation, he 
still remained true to his northern 
beliefs. 
It is told of Pitchlynn that when 
a youth, he chanced to be present at 
the making of a treaty between his 
people and the federal government, 
represented by Andrew Jackson and 
that during the discussion of the dif­ 
ferent phases of the treaty he with 
much force charged 
Jackson 
with 
duplicity, if not actually telling the 
j fiery Andrew that he lied. 
One 
of his 
most 
remarkable 
speeches was delivered at an Osage 
council w'hich met near the present 
sight of 
Claremore. 
He, 
another 
Choctaw, two Chickasaws 
and 
two 
Creeks were a delegation to negotiate 
a treaty of peace with 
the 
Osages. 
The six traveled to Memphis, thence 
to St. Louis and on into the Osage 
country. They arrived safely and aft­ 
er some parley met the Osages in 
council, who haughtily and threaten 
ingly refused the profered pipe of 
peace. Believing their own lives in 
danger, he powerfully defied the en­ 
tire tribe giving them to understand 
that the death of one of the six em 
e88aries would mean 
a 
war 
that 
would exterminate the Osage tribe 
His speech convinced the Osage war­ 
riors assembled that it was best to 
treat with them and resulted in the 
complete restoration of amicable re­ 
lations between the four tribes, in­ 
cluding the Osages and the United 
States government.
